T h e do cto r’s scheme is original. 
Ho 
h is fitted up a p igeon house with light 
doors which the birds can very easily 
op en. 
These doors are attached to a 
wire extending to the do cto r’s house 
and office, and every time the door of 
the p igeon house is op ened an electric 
bell rings in the house or office. 
Dr. Arnold's p ractice is largely in 
the co untry among the neighbo ring 
hills, and when he goes out any dis­ 
tance to see a p atient who is ill he 
takes one or more of the horning p ig­ 
eons with him, and these he leaves at 
the home of his p atient. 
He Iuih fitted 
up a little tube which can be attached 
to the birds, and.if during the night or 
at any o ther time, if the p atientsliould 
grow worse and need the doctor, a 
message to that effect is written and 
p laced in the tube attacbedjto the bird, 
which is then liberated, ami straight 
as an arrow, at the rate of a mile a 
minute, the bird files back to Dr, 
Arno ld’s p lace and enters the p igeon 
house, and as In* goes thro ugh the door 
tin* electric bell rings, and the doctor 
knows that he has a ('all. 
He lias an 
I electric indicator fitted up so th a t if 
lie is not in the office when the bell 
rings, the fact is so registered that 
when he returns he knows th a t one of 
his birds haw bro ught 
a message for 
i him. 
Dr. Arnold exp ects to utilize these 
birds in ano ther way .

Wire Fence in War, 


T h e Sp aniards may be old fashioned 
and behind the times in many way s: 
but they have been the first to see the 
p ossibihfies of barbed wire for use in 
military op erations. 
Th 1 boy s who went thro ugh our late 
unp leasantness will remember w h a t an 
abattis is. 
When entrenchments are 
thro wn up , it was considered a good 
thing to have an abattis in front of 
them and some distance away . 
This 
was formed by sharp ening the trunks 
of trees and p lanting them in the 
ground with the sharp ened p oints close 
to gether and slanting toward th e en­ 
emy . 
These were p ractically imp as­ 
sable for cavalry and were a serious 
and often fatal obstacle to an infantry 
charge. 
Not th a t they were imp assa­ 
ble but when the charging column 
reached them it was necessary to stop 
and tear gap s in them or crawl over 
them. 
This bro ke up the alignment of 
the troop s, a most imp o rtant thing, be­ 
cause when men are charging against 
a well directed fire, it is absolutely es­ 
sential th a t each man should feel his 
comrades 
shoulder to sho ulder with 
him. 
When the line breaks the men 
lose confidence. 
Then it delay ed the 
charge and gave th© blood time to cool. 
Ah long as they were moving, getting 
nearer the enemy with the chance of 
sp eedy retaliatio n in their hands, their 
courage was good, but when they were 
halted by such an obstacle,the ap p arent 
distance of the enemy seemed to in­ 
crease. 
It looked like a hop eless task 
to reach him alive. 
Then it gave an 
elegant chance to p ick ofi the boy s 
while they were working over those 
cussed stakes, try ing to get thro ugh or 
over them and many a p oor fellow left 
his bleeding form behind them, 
'i hen 
again if there were any cowards in the 
ranks, and there alway s are a lew, it 
gave them a chance to drop out and 
straggle back. 
The troop s th a t could 
walk up to such an obstruction, coolly 
force it aside, p reserve their co urage 
and formation, and having 
p assed it. 
successfully charge an entrenched en­ 
emy 
were 
few and alway s seasoned 
veterans.

the men on to cover the ground with­ 
out lagging or straggling and th a t is 
just what the wire fence p revents.
